But since they complement each other, they 
appear here together for the first time. 

Part One— RELIGION AND ATHE- 
ISM — is a clear, unbiased logical discussion 
of both beliefs; a strictly fair presentation of 
all the major ideas concerned. Written with 
the younger reader in mind, it is adult enough 
for any mature reader who is pondering these, 
the oldest philosophic questions of all. 

The problem of the definition of God 
(and a God's relation to humankind) is clearly 
presented. 

Part One ends with the subject of toler- 
ance — the only logical way for rational hu- 
mans to live, but then adds a final surprise 
twist to the essay! 

Part Two— TWO WORLDS— covers 
the favorite philosophic belief of Socrates, 
Edgar Allan Poe, Lewis Carroll (and his 
"Alice"), and poetess Emily Dickinson: Is 
life a dream? 

The ponderous word "solipsism" is used 
for this idea — but the concept of All being 
an illusion is basic and simply understood. 

Far more clearly than the works of 
George Berkeley, TWO WORLDS dazzles 
the reader with a series of "Proofs". The 
Proofs are common everyday objects and 
situations — yet looked at in a new way. 

As the reader considers the many Proofs, 
a clearer picture of the truth of this Dream- 
like World around us emerges.

INTRODUCTION 



Do you know what is one of the most amazing things in 
this world we live in? 

It is that any two people can look at something— and 
see it differently! 

They may see it just a little bit different — or a whole 
lot different. 

Just think for a minute about some of the things you 
like or believe in: a popular TV star, a sport or game, even 
your favorite food. 

Now you know some of your friends do not agree with 
you at all, right? 

They say: "How can you like that singer? I think 
(he/she) is awful!" 

Or— "Ugh! Do you really eat that?" (spinach, beans, 
liver or anything else.) 

But wouldn't this world be dull if we all thought alike 
on everything? Maybe it is better this way— more in- 
teresting and more fun. 

Sometimes we can talk to people who disagree with us 
and change their minds. 

Maybe they never really tried a food cooked in a 
certain way. They try it and they like it. 

Maybe they make you change your mind about some- 
thing. 

There certainly is nothing wrong with changing how 



we think about something — if we see it in a new or differ- 
ent way. 

TV actors, games, and food are important— but, of 
course, there are other things people cannot agree on 
either — like ways of living. 

Even the laws of our Town, State and Country go 
through lots of discussions and arguments by hundreds 
of people in our Government before they become Laws. 

If you read the ideas on both sides, sometimes it is 
hard to pick one way right away. We have to think about 
it carefully. 

Do you know about the 55 miles per hour speed Law? 
This is a Federal Law, which means it is for every car 
and truck driver in the whole country. 

It certainly seemed like a good, sensible Law when 
they first thought about it. Many accidents are caused by 
speeding drivers. If every driver slowed down to 55, there 
would be less accidents. 

That part of it seems true enough, doesn't it? 

But there was another side to this idea. 

Some drivers — mostly truck delivery workers — do a 
lot of their driving through isolated or almost-empty 
places— like in deserts and through big flat farm lands. 
In these places the drivers can see for miles around and 
it is safe to drive a bit faster than 55 miles per hour. 

The faster a driver can deliver the goods, the more 
money they can earn. Not to mention that the goods and 
products will get to your town's food stores, hospitals and 
so forth faster. 

So these drivers said: "The 55 mile per hour Law may 
be good in big cities or on crowded highways — but on 
desert or farm roads — with very little traffic — we should 



have the right to go faster. We can make more deliveries 
and earn more money for ourselves and our families!" 

So you see, there were two sides to this idea — even though 
the Law seemed so good and perfect at first. 

As you get older, most people find there are two (or more) 
sides to every idea. 



WHAT IS ATHEISM? 

Most people believe in a God. We have to say the words "a 
God" because all over the world, there are many com- 
pletely different ideas as to who or what God is. Some 
people even believe in many Gods. 

Each of these different ideas of what God is, is called 
a "religion." If you look up that word in the encyclopedia, 
it will say that there are many different religions. 

Even in your own town, or nearby, there are different 
kinds of churches where people go with different ideas. 

Even people who use the same religious Book — or 
Bible — understand it many different ways. 

The Bible is used by Christians. These are people who 
believe in the teachings of the man Jesus in the Bible. 

But there are different kinds of Christians. 

Some are Catholics, who also worship the woman 
Mary, who the Bible says was the mother of Jesus. 

Some are Protestants. These people use and read the 
exact same Bible as the Catholics — but they see things 
in a completely different way. 

And not all Protestants agree with each other — there 
are hundreds of different Protestant religions — each of 
which disagrees with all the others. 



The Jewish people believe in just the first half of the 
Christian Bible— the OLD TESTAMENT. 

They don't believe in Jesus at all — or anything the 
second half of the Bible— THE NEW TESTAMENT— says 
about him. 

Isn't that strange? 

Both Christians and Jews use one-half of the SAME 
book — but completely disagree with each other! 

Then there are people who don't believe in the Jewish/ 
Christian Bible at all — they have other different Bibles, 
describing their God in different ways. 

There are Buddhists, Muslims, Taoists, and others. 

As you can see, the subject of religion is complicated and 
confusing. 

There really are hundreds of different religions — and 
ideas of God — in the world. 

Some religions are very popular in just one special 
place — a State, or District, of a certain land. 

Sometimes, right near by, are people with a com- 
pletely different religion. 

Unfortunately, sometimes people try to force their 
ideas on others and their countries have long wars. 

If you look in the encyclopedia for articles on "Pales- 
tine" or "North Ireland" you can read about some of these 
wars that have been going on for many years. 

So what is atheism? 

Is atheism just another religion? 

Not exactly. 

Atheism is the opposite of all the hundreds of reli- 
gions in the world today. 






Atheism sort of takes the other way around to look at 
God. 

Instead of trying to describe what God is, atheism 
says there is no God — there are no Gods of any kind. 

What makes an atheist say that? 

That is a good question. 

Let's look slowly and carefully at atheism and see if 
we can figure it out. 

The first thing to notice is that there are many atheists 
in the world right now. 

It is not a new idea. 

Atheism is as old as the first religion. 

When some early person first said: "I believe there 
is a God who made the whole world!" — that person was 
immediately answered by another person who said: "I 
don't believe this world was made by any God!" 

That was the first atheist. 

Even adults are surprised to learn that many famous 
people all through history claimed to be real atheists. 
Here is a little list of some:

Now remember how we mentioned before how all people 
see all ideas in different ways? That was why there are 
so many different religions. Well, atheists see atheism in 
different ways too. All those people listed above became 
atheists in different ways or for different reasons. 

To get an idea what atheism really is, let's take the exam- 
ple of Santa Claus. 

Many little children are taught that Santa Claus — a 
fat, jolly fellow in a red suit — visits our houses on Christ- 
mas Eve and brings us presents. (Even beliefs in Santa 
Claus are different all over the world — he looks and acts 
in different ways — and visits houses on different days — 
not just December 24th — in other countries.) 

So, being taught about Santa Claus by their parents, 
children believe in him. 

They wait for him. They play with the presents he 
brings. 

But, as you know, one day something happens — a 
child learns there is no Santa Claus. 

It was just the child's parents or guardians who were 
bringing the presents all those years — pretending it was 
from this person called Santa Claus. 

Naturally the child on first learning this became hurt 
and confused. 

Many cry and get deeply depressed for a long time — 
not understanding why their parents had told them so 
much about this person Santa Claus, who it turns out, 
was not real at all. 



Why parents tell their children this, is a mystery. 
I really don't know why. 
What is even stranger, is that some of those same 



children who were so hurt and disappointed and upset 
when they learned there was no Santa — he was just a 
myth, or make-believe — some of those same children who 
grew up to have children of their own, tell their children 
about Santa! 

Now that is a double-mystery! 

Not all former-Santa believers do that to their own chil- 
dren, of course. Only some. 

So, now you can see, when you give up your belief in 
Santa Claus, you have become a sort of atheist — you don't 
believe in a magical, wonderful being anymore. 

Some former-Santa believers carry this idea one step 
further. 

They say: "If my parents lied to me about Santa 
Claus — maybe they lied to me about God too!" 

Both God and Santa are understood to be magical spirit 
beings who watch over us and give us good things. 

But sometimes young people who believe in God, ask God 
for certain things — like they would to Santa Claus. 

Maybe they ask for a new toy. 

Or, help to pass a test in school. 

Or, maybe if they, or a family member is sick, they 
ask God to cure them. 

This is praying. 

Sometimes the family member recovers — gets over 
the illness. The child is happy God granted his request 
or prayer. 

But sometimes the family member does not get bet- 
ter — even after long, serious praying — and dies. 

Apparently God did not answer this prayer. 

Some young people become angry at God at this time. 
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They say there can't be a God if he let that person 
die in pain. 

The former-God believer is now an atheist. 



WHO IS GOD? 

Did you know that long ago people thought God and 
Heaven was just above the clouds high in the sky? 

That was before the days of telescopes and airplanes, 
of course. 

Even THE OLD TESTAMENT says: "The clouds are 
God's foot-dust" (Nahum 1:3). 

The believer says: "God made the world!" 
The atheist says: "Who made God?" 
The believer says: "God always was— he is Eternal!" 
The atheist says: "How do you know the universe is not 
Eternal — always was?" 

Some say: "The world exists. It must have a creator. It is 
perfectly designed and planned by an Intelligent Being!" 
But some answer: "Designed? Where is the Designer? 
Earthquakes, volcanos, tidal waves, storms, and tornados 
can come at any time and do great damage. Where is the 
design if these things happen to throw everything into 
confusion?" 

Some say: "God is good. God is love." 
Others say: "Then why is there so much evil in the world- 
disease, crime, violence? Why does the God allow such 
things? And if he is all-powerful, he is allowing it— and 
could stop it anytime." 
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Some philosophers say: "Ok, maybe there is a God— but 
he is not so perfect — he may even be evil — or maybe he 
no longer exists himself— but he did at one time." 

Most books say the first Gods were the sun, moon, and 
stars, and rain themselves. These were big mysterious 
things that were always very important to all life on earth. 

The sun is needed for heat and light. The moon gives 
light too. The stars have always been used by travelers 
for direction-finding. And of course the rain is absolutely 
necessary. 

Many millions of people in different lands actually 
prayed to and worshipped the sun, moon, stars and rain. 
Some people today still do so. 

There can be little argument these Gods really do 
exist — even if they don't answer prayers. 

Some people in some lands worship trees, or huge 
strangely-shaped rocks. Some people worship animals — 
like the sacred cows in India. 

Of course, atheism usually means you don't believe 
in a personal human-like Superior Being God. 

Not many atheists deny the sun or trees exist. 

We mentioned before about atheists being that way for 
different reasons. 

Like the child's reason for not believing in Santa 
anymore, some just say: "There is no proof Santa Claus 
exists — it is just illogical he could visit every house on 
one night (and so forth)." 

Logic is a way of thinking. We see a connection between 
two events or situations. We can see one CAUSED the 
other to happen. 

If we walk or play a long time we get tired. That is 
Cause and Effect. 
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But we just can't see a Cause of how a God first came 
into being. 

So if there is no Cause and Effect, we say the connec- 
tion between two ideas is not logical. 

Some see no connection between the universe and a 
God. So they reject the idea of God. 

So logic is one reason for being an atheist— although 
some things which seem illogical turn out to be true! 

Just because the proof of a God is illogical is not a 
reason not to believe — for some. 

Religious people sometimes talk about the word 
"faith". Faith is a strong belief in something without hav- 
ing any kind of proof at all. 

Is it wrong to say you have faith in something or 
someone? 

No, because we all have faith in some things — things 
we must accept without any scientific proof. 

Can you think of some? 

Let's start with a very obvious one: We all have 
faith— a strong belief without scientific proof— that the 
sun will rise tomorrow and there will be a new day, right? 

We plan what we will do tomorrow. We are SURE 
tomorrow will come— and the day after tomorrow— and 
so on. 

We have no proof there will be a tomorrow. We just 
BELIEVE very strongly there will be one. 

This is faith. 

We have faith our heart and lungs will keep working. 
We don't control the internal parts of our body. We don't 
have to think about breathing. We have faith our body 
will work automatically. 

We have faith our parents or guardians love us and 
will protect us and take care of us. 

Deep down we have faith going to school is impor- 
tant — even if we hate it at times. 
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We have faith in our Government — that the people 
in power are doing THEIR best to see our country is safe — 
even if we think they might not be doing THE best job 
at all times. 

So having faith in something— believing something 
without real proof — is not wrong because it is natural to 
have faith about some things. 

But religious people and atheists disagree whether 
God is one of the things it is ok to take on faith — or should 
something like that have real proof before we believe it. 

So, logic is one reason a person might become an atheist. 

We already mentioned another reason — a great dis- 
appointment — or an unanswered prayer. 

The death of a loved one can make a person an instant 
atheist. 

Here is a third reason: 

The confusion of religion. We mentioned before about 
how there are so many different religions, all disagreeing 
with each other — yet all are following the same Book or 
teachings. 

How can this be? 

Some young people think: "Why should God allow all 
this disagreement among his believers? Why didn't he 
make it clear exactly which particular religious church 
or group is the one right one, among all the rest? They 
can't ALL be right, of course! Why can the Bible be inter- 
preted in so many ways?" 

Some say Adam and Eve were real people and Noah 
was in a big ark and was saved from a real flood. Some 
people take every word of the Bible to mean exactly what 
it says. 

But some other people say: "No, the Bible stories are 
just SYMBOLISM. Each event did not happen exactly

that way — the Bible stories are only supposed to tell us 
in poetry, or simply, the true facts. Maybe there were lots 
of Adams and Eves. Maybe the flood was not worldwide — 
just a small one— and of course, no boat (or ark) is big 
enough to really have taken two of each animal in the 
whole world into it — when there are thousands of species 
(or types) of insects alone — not to mention thousands of 
types of birds, and so forth." 

So why all this confusion? How does God want us to 
understand the Bible? 

Some people only believe certain parts of the Bible. 
Others say you must believe every single word. 

If the Bible is God's Instruction Book, why can't we 
clearly understand what it all means? 

The strict believers say there are no errors in it — no 
contradictions. 

Other believers admit there are many errors in it — 
and 6,000 contradictions. (Which have been printed in 
many books over the years.) 

But those people say: "Of course there are errors in 
it. It was written by MEN. Men are not perfect — even 
though God is. But it is the best Guide we have to knowing 
about God. The Bible was written by MEN— but it was 
INSPIRED by God." 

As you can see, there is some confusion about what 
that word "inspired" means. Does it mean God actually 
dictated or gave each word of it to a man to write down? 
Or does it just mean God allowed men to write things in 
it anyway they wanted? 

This is one of the things the religious people disagree 
with each other all the time. 

This confusion of the Bible and the beliefs of different 
churches leads to something else. 
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Sometimes a young person decides to read the whole 
Bible straight through— just to become a better believer. 

The Christian wants to read both the OLD and NEW 
TESTAMENTS. 

Well, even the most religious people admit there are 
many strange stories in the Bible. And most are very 
hard to understand. 

There are many violent parts. Some verses give de- 
tails on actual tortures people did to each other. 

There are many crude sexual stories in it. 

There are a lot of strange dreams and magic in it. 

Some people even think there are flying saucers and 
aliens from other words in it! 

They say everytime a verse says "God's great voice 
came out of a cloud" — or from a "fiery flying chariot"— 
that it means Jehovah— the God of the OLD TESTA- 
MENT — and his angels — were really human-like aliens 
in spaceships — and not spirits or phantoms at all. 

There are lots of books on this subject you can find. 

So, sometimes just trying to read the Bible is so confusing, 
a young person just must reject the whole thing. The 
person may not become an "instant atheist" — but they 
could become what is called a "deist." 



WHAT IS A DEIST? 

A deist is a person who believes in a God (or Gods) but 
does not believe in any written stories or Bibles about 
the God. 

In other words, you form your own idea of God. 

You don't take any of the ideas from the Bible — like 



God is always in a cloud, or has a great thunderous voice, 
or kept speaking to certain people. 

You just say: "I think this world must have been 
made by some kind of intelligent Power. Maybe this Power 
does not have a human shape or voice at all. Maybe it is 
just a force — or energy— like electricity. Maybe it is the 
life-force in all living things. Maybe it is Nature itself— or 
the chemical in our cells or just something in the air or 
far out in the universe." 

This is not a "personal" God this believer is describ- 
ing — but it is a kind of God. 

But even a person who believes in this Cosmic — or 
Universal— non-Bible God, has the same problem as those 
who believe in any other Gods: 

Is the God good or evil? 

Again, it is just not fair to say there is no evil in this 
world. There is crime and violence and disease all over. 
If God is not evil, why does he allow it? 

If God is evil, then how can there be goodness and 
kindness and love in this world too? 

If God can't control or do away with all evil, then he 
is not all-powerful. 

If a Being is not all-powerful, then how can he be a 
God? 

Will this God answer prayers? If not, why not? 

The old problems just keep circling around and around 
again, don't they? 

Are there any other reasons a person becomes an atheist? 

Yes. Some people quit their church and became 
atheists when some TV ministers got involved in big scan- 
dals. 
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WHAT ABOUT GOOD AND EVIL PEOPLE? 

Are all God believers "good" and all atheists "bad"? 
Are all criminals atheists? 
Are all the people in jails atheists? 
Of course not. 

Strangely enough, it turns out that being a God believer 
or an atheist has nothing to do with how some people act. 

Since about 90% of all people are God believers and 
only 10% atheists, that means that 90% of all the people 
in jails are true believers in God. 

They believe in God — yet they became criminals any- 
way. 

The 10% atheists in jails were non-believers but they 
too became criminals. 

Now of course, Bible believers have the famous Ten Com- 
mandments. God says you should not kill or steal (and 
so forth). 

But that does not stop some people from doing those 
things — even though they really do believe in God and 
the Bible. 

People kill and steal for many reasons— but MOST TIMES 
those reasons have nothing to do with their belief in God. 

Notice those words "most times". 

Unfortunately, there have been many crimes and 
wars done by very religious people who felt they were 
doing something God wanted — or told them to do. 

Even recently, there are cases of quiet, sincere people 
who suddenly kill their whole families because they say: 
"God told me to do it!" 
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So, not killing and stealing may be against the rules in 
the Bible, but people do it anyway. 

Some Bibles say bad people go to Hell. 

This is a threat, of course. Be good or you will go to 
Hell. 

But God-believing criminals somehow ignore that 
threat — even if they do believe it. 

Atheists don't believe in Hell. Does that mean they 
are free to kill and steal? 

Of course not. 

You see, the laws against killing and stealing are really 
not necessary to come from a God. 

From the earliest most primitive tribes of humans, 
these two "Laws" were always there — even if they were 
never written down. 

People just naturally object to being killed, hurt and sto- 
len from. 

Those are Laws you don't need God to tell you about. 

Those are natural Laws of Nature— actually self-de- 
fense is a basic instinct in all living things. 

No one wants to be killed or stolen from. 

No one needed "Ten Commandments" to tell them 
that. 

Humans punish other humans who kill or steal. 

When a religious person kills or steals, they must 
face human punishment and then God's punishment. 

When an atheist kills or steals, they must just face 
human punishment. 

Atheists are not free to do crimes — and neither are 
religious people. 
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In fact, it is the religious person who has the advan- 
tage of making a "confession" and being "forgiven" of all 
his crimes. Some people feel they can do any crime all 
week long — as long as they go to "Confession" at the end 
of the week. The Confession (they believe) clears them of 
all sins. Atheists do not have this advantage. These cer- 
tain religious people also believe that no matter what 
crimes they have done in their life-times, if they could 
only make a "death-bed confession", they can still go to 
Heaven, just like a person who never commited any crimes 
at all. 

Killing and stealing are wrong to everyone. But, for what- 
ever reasons, still some people do kill and steal. No one 
really knows why. 

Most agree killing in self-defense is NOT wrong. Is 
stealing food if you are starving wrong? Isn't that self-de- 
fense too? 

Speaking of the Ten Commandments, there is another 
one that people disagree about. 

The one that says: "Honor your father and mother". 

At first, like the 55 mph speed law, that one seems 
very sensible. 

But there is another side to it. 

Unfortunately, many people have parents who are 
not kind and loving. 

Some parents are very cruel to their own children. 

They beat them or hurt them in other ways. 

Should parents like that be "honored"? 

That really is not possible — in some cases, is it? 

Are there any other differences between believers and 
atheists? 
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Neither is more "good" or "evil" than the other. 
What about health? 

Are all believers very strong and healthy and all 
atheists are weak and sickly? 
Of course not. 

What about luck and happiness? 

Are all believers lucky and happy and all atheists 
un-lucky and unhappy? 

Of course not. 

There are happy atheists and believers. There are kind 
atheists and believers. There are generous atheists and 
believers— just as there are bad or unhappy atheists and 
believers. 

Check that list of famous atheists we printed awhile back. 
Most of these people were good and kind all their life. 

Are all atheists communists? 
Of course not. 

Some atheists and believers are communists. 
Some atheists and believers are not. 

So, it turns out the basic difference between atheists and 
believers are just their belief in God. 

Is it important whether you believe in God or not? 

If both atheists and believers must live their lives 
basically the same — they still have to eat, work, play, 
earn money— what difference is there if anyone believes 
in God or not? 

Remember — some believers know all their prayers 
are NOT answered — so that is one "advantage" the be- 
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liever does not have over the atheist. (In wars, thousands 
of people on both sides are praying for victory, or the long 
war to end. If there was power to so many praying, the 
war would quicky end.) 

Yes, it is important for you to be either a believer or an 
atheist. 

It is important for you to believe in something you 
think is right. 

It is important for you to say: "I am right about this. 
I will not be fooled by tricky talk or arguments. I know 
this to be true, and I will live my life that way." 

What is "Tolerance"? 

Tolerance is how we treat other people who believe 
differently from the way we do. 

If we think we are 100% right, and the other person 
is 100% wrong, what should we do? 

The answer is: we must both allow each other our 
beliefs.

TWO WORLDS 

There are two Worlds — the Real World and the Nightmare 

World. 

You reading these words live in the Nightmare World. 

In the Real World logic exists. 

In the Nightmare World it does not. 

In the Real World life does not destroy life to exist. 

In the Nightmare World there is the "food chain" and 

"Nature's cycle". 

In the Real World the living creatures do not ever 
hurt each other. In fact, they help one another. 

In the Nightmare World it is "everyone for himself" 
and sadism — the joy of hurting your fellow creatures just 
for the fun of it. 

In the Real World there is Truth, Nobility, Honor, 
Integrity, Honesty, Kindness, Justice, Beauty and Peace. 

In the Nightmare World there are not those things — 
but the opposites of those Concepts — plus: crime, disease, 
pollution, greed, envy, hate, and "money". 

Only in the Real World does Pure Love exist — not 
the shabby parody of "selfish" love which the Nightmare 
World has. 

In Mark Twain's story THE MYSTERIOUS 
STRANGER, Satan, in the form of a human boy, comes 
to Earth in a small town in Austria and gets involved in 
some local situations. The last two pages of the story are 
a long statement by Satan to the narrator. It concludes 
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with these words: 

"Life itself is only a vision, a dream. . . . Nothing 
exists . . . (not) God, man, This World, the stars ... all a 
dream. . . . Nothing exists except empty space and you — 
and you are not you — you are but a thought — a vagrant 
thought, a homeless thought — wandering forlorn among 
the empty eternities." 

Then Satan fades away. 
Following are proofs that it is the Nightmare World you 
are living on right now: 

Proof 1. DREAM MARKS: Did you ever have what you 
would call a "nightmare experience"? A common example 
would be: changing a flat tire in the rain on a lonely road. 
Other examples: getting lost anywhere (in the woods, in 
a strange town). Were you ever lost when you were a 
child — separated from your parent — in a large depart- 
ment store? Surely being arrested for the first time is a 
"nightmare experience". Being mugged? Or raped? I think 
we can safely presume you have had one or two very bad 
experiences (probably many) that you could honestly call 
"nightmare". 

When you are asleep and you dream a so-called 
"nightmare" — you know how bad that can be. Your heart 
pounds. You sweat. Haven't you noticed that "real life" 
nightmares cause the exact some bodily reactions? Can 
you now accept that SOMETIMES life does seem like a 
dream — or nightmare? We are well aware, of course, that 
sometimes life may seem like a Good Dream. Don't we 
say: "My new (car, boat, lover, etc.) is a real dream"? This 
is the basis of our idea: to get you to admit that sometimes 
life seems like a dream. Now, we only have to go one step 
further. The life you are now living is all dream, all night- 
mare. You are living on the Nightmare World — not the 
Real World. 
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At one point in Satan's speech in THE MYSTERI- 
OUS STRANGER he says: "Strange! that you should not 
have suspected (that life is a dream) centuries, ages, eons 
ago! ... the DREAM MARKS are all present; you should 
have recognized them earlier!" 

Proof 2: INVISIBLE BUT SOLID OBJECTS: Of course 
you know what glass is. As it turns out, the existence of 
glass, clear plastic and cellophane are totally illogical. 
As stated before, only the Real World contains logic. The 
presence of "glass" in this world proves this is the Night- 
mare World. Glass is made from sand, which is rock, which 
is metal — silicone, potash, lime and other metals. So glass 
is made of ground-up rock or metal. It is melted (metals 
melt), swirled around in a pot, spread out, and "magically" 
(another term for illogic) we have a solid but invisible 
substance called Glass. But, why should glass be invisi- 
ble? Or transparent, to be technical). No known metal on 
Earth is invisible — why should "glass" (a mixture of met- 
als) suddenly become invisible? We know how to make 
glass; we don't know why it's invisible. Sand is not invis- 
ible. But glass made from sand is. A hard solid object that 
is invisible: when you think of it like that it is very odd — 
weird — strange — almost dream-like, wouldn't you say? 
Glass sounds like something from a science fiction story 
or a fairy tale. The answer is that glass can only exist on 
an illogical Nightmare World. There can be no glass on a 
Real World. (Window pane glass, when looked at from its 
edge, is not transparent; it is dark green!) 

Proof 3: THE HUMAN MUSCLE SYSTEM: The average 
man's arm weighs about 10 pounds. If this were the Real 
World (where logic exists) it would be impossible for a 
man to lift a weight greater than the weight of his arm. 
Logic states the greater must dominate the lesser — not 
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the reverse. If a small stone is thrown against a large 
boulder, it is the small stone that rebounds away from 
the larger. But the fact is, that on this World a man can 
lift ten, twenty or more pounds with his arm — even al- 
lowing for extra "leverage" with the rest of his body. It 
should be impossible for a man to lift a weight greater 
than the weight of his arm. The study of biology and 
anatomy cannot tell why human muscles (which are just 
flesh or meat) function. It is illogical. And illogical situ- 
ations can exist only on the Nightmare World. (No one 
should be able to pick up more than their body weight.) 

Proof 4: THE TELEPHONE: We are taught that when 
one speaks into the mouthpiece of a "telephone" bits of 
carbon jiggle about. Somehow, these bits seem to form an 
electrical impulse which is sent along a wire — even for 
thousands of miles. Somewhere at the other end, a person 
is holding another "telephone"; this time he is using the 
"receiver" which also contains "carbon bits". The electric 
seems to jiggle the carbon bits in the receiver and out 
pops the other person's voice — exactly their voice — you 
can even recognize it. We must not forget to mention that 
thousands (millions?) of "Calls" can be carried along in 
the same wire at the exact same time. You will never be 
disturbed by an unexpected "call" or a ringing "telephone" 
on the Real World. Telephones can only exist on the Night- 
mare World. 

Proof 5: RADIO: This is an item even more nightmarish 
than the telephone. With radio we have something called 
"airwaves"— billions of them. They are shooting all over 
the place, in all directions, through all sorts of dense 
materials, through buildings, mountains, cities, and con- 
stantly through every inch of our bodies. They cover the 
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entire planet, in fact. They can travel thousands of miles. 
Yet, you can capture one anytime you want by turning 
on the switch on your little plastic and tin "receiver". 
What is a "radio wave"? Why don't they get mixed up? 
Yes, they do sometimes. But there are millions of them, 
remember. Just because you sometimes hear two "chan- 
nels" at the same time is hardly being mixed up. The 
telephone at least works on a one-to-one basis. Correction: 
it did. Now there are "conference calls". But basically the 
telephone is one transmitter, one receiver. But radio con- 
sists of one transmitter (at the studio), one microphone 
sending out one airwave — but yet that one wave — magi- 
cally — can be picked up by a billion receivers in all direc- 
tions — all at the exact same instant. How is this possible? 
How can one wave reproduce itself a billion times in all 
directions? We can pick up the exact same wave on two 
sets or two billion — all with the same strength and pitch. 
As you might expect, only the Nightmare World has radio. 

Proof 6: TELEVISION: What can we say? Whatever we 
said about radio goes double for television. How a "pic- 
ture" breaks itself up into electrons, forms back into a 
picture again and reproduces itself billions of times while 
doing it, is quite a common occurrence — here on the 
Nightmare World. 

Proof 7: TV-RADIOS: These are fairly new. They are like 
radios but can also "pick up" the audio portion of any 
television station. It calmly ignores the picture of a TV 
show and just carries the "voice". These are very nice. I 
bought one. I used money to buy it. Money, as you will 
recall, is accepted only on the Nightmare World. 

Proof 8: CAMERAS: It seems that I can just hold this 
little box up, press this button, and pull out this little 
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piece of paper. Upon carefully studying the paper I see it 
contains a very clear image of you— the person who hap- 
pened to be standing in front of my little box when I 
pressed the button. What happened, I suppose, was that 
a light reflected image was imprinted on special chemi- 
cally treated fibrous film of some sort. We must not forget 
to mention movie film. Here you see a whole row of 
slightly different "pictures" of a moving object. This film, 
incidentally, is made of celluloid and is solid but invisible, 
except where the "pictures" are in it. Of course, then there 
is video tape which is supposed to be just like movie film, 
but doesn't have the little pictures in nice square boxes 
all along it. Video tape is dark brown or gray. No pictures 
at all on it— except when you run it through a video pro- 
jecter. Then it suddenly has moving pictures— just like 
movie film. There are no movie theaters or television 
studios on the Real World. 

Proof 9: RECORDS: These are solid plastic flat wheels. 
On the Nightmare World voices and music are somehow 
"stuck" into these plastic wheels— and if you scratch these 
wheels, the voices and music pop right out at you. Interest- 
ing invention. Unlike a radio or TV, records have no wires 
or electrical components within them. You can break a 
record right in half. It is solid plastic through and through. 

Proof 10: AIRCRAFT: Feathers float in the air. Leaves 
fly around in the wind. Paper kites fly in the wind. Maybe 
even you in a glider can fly or float in a very big wind. 
Big airplanes don't fly on the Real World. 747's don't fly. 
Jumbo Jets and Piper Cubs don't fly (on the Real World). 
Big heavy things can't fly on this Real World. Only in 
our nightmares everybody and everything can fly any- 
time it wants to. Only on a Nightmare World. 
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Proof 11: BOATS: On both Worlds small pieces of wood 
float. On both Worlds canoes and rowboats float. But on 
the Real World oceanliners do not float. They are too 
heavy. Dreamboats do float, however. 

Proof 12: OCCULT: Thousands of people disappear every 
year. We don't mean people who go for walks and don't 
come back. We mean— when you are talking to Aunt Tillie 
and you look away for one second, look back— and she's 
gone. You know she didn't have time to run to the door 
(if she could run or move at all). She is just gone. There 
are thousands of cases just like this every year. There 
are also Appearing people— ghosts, sort of. They just ap- 
pear all over the place. This includes "bedroom phantoms" 
but also regular people too. You know bedroom phantoms 
exist. You have seen them. That's right. That slight little 
movement in the corner of your room, just as you're falling 
as l e ep_or sometimes as you're turning over and wake 
partially up. Of course you tried to convince yourself you 
didn't see anything. Let me tell you now: You did see it. 
They are not "tricks of the eye". They are very real. They 
are always with us. The more you look for them, the more 
they will let you see them. They are a bit playful, this 
way. They love to stand very close to you— even in broad 
daylight. They breathe very softly on the back of your 
neck. Sometimes their breath is cool, sometimes warm. 
Now you know you have felt their breath at times. It is 
silly for you to continue to deny this. Government scien- 
tists are very well aware of them. Almost any simple 
device can pick up their electrical impulses. All radar 
installations have to be adjusted so as to allow for their 
electrical presence. When you are asleep on your back 
they will lean over very close to your face. As fast as you 
open your eyes all you will see will be the slightest flash 
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of them as they disappear. Why shouldn't there be these 
nightmare creatures on this nightmare world? I defy you 
to look up right now from this reading and stare hard 
across the room. Go ahead. Do it. Now!

You saw it, didn't you? I know you saw it and you know it. 

My intention is not to frighten you. I am simply still 
trying to convince you that this world you are living in 
is not rational, logical, or simple. This is truly a dream- 
like world and all occult occurrences can only occur on a 
dreamy dimension. The Real World does exist, though. 
Very similar to this one, but with the differences we are 
listing here. There is fun, work, excitement and even 
sometimes boredom on the Real World too. Why we are 
on this World and how we can get to the Real World (if 
we so choose) will be gone into later on. 

One final word about bedroom phantoms. We know they 
are playful. ("Hide and Seek" is their favorite game.) You 
may wonder if they can also be harmful. I wish I could 
tell you they are harmless. They are not. Each night 
countless people are strangled in their beds — mostly 
people living alone, but not always. In most cases the 
bedroom door is always locked from within. You've read 
of "locked room" mystery stories. Unfortunately, the 
locked room murder is quite common in life too. The Bed- 
room Phantom can strangle you, attack you, or simply 
just appear fully and completely before you. They are not 
human-looking at all. You will scream and may instantly 
die of fright — as millions do every single night in their 
sleep. Too bad if it happens to you. 
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Besides bedroom phantoms, apparently normal regular 
people can suddenly appear instantly from out of nowhere. 
You may be in a store — the only customer — you turn 
around and bump into somebody. You know this person 
was not there just one second ago. "They just came out 
of nowhere" you say to yourself. You are right. As in all 
dreams, people can vanish or appear instantly and for no 
apparent reason at all. Objects vanish too. Did you ever 
put a pencil on a desk and one second later it's gone? You 
know it did not roll off, but you look all over the floor for 
it anyway. It is just gone. We "lose" bigger objects too all 
the time. Big objects appear too. Many highway accidents 
are caused by another car that "just appeared out of 
nowhere" and you sideswipe another car to avoid hitting 
the one that just appeared. Then the other car mysteri- 
ously vanishes again. Or it may not vanish. It may just 
be a regular person you have the accident with — but both 
you and they would swear that "other" car was not there 
seconds before. 

Proof 13: STEREOTYPES AND ARCHETYPES: A 
farmer has a red weather-beaten face, wears a straw hat, 
red shirt and blue overalls. An office worker wears a 
business suit and carries a briefcase. A teenage punk 
wears a black leather jacket (or did at one time — 
stereotypes change). "Hillbillies" are dumb. Jews are 
cheap. Scotchmen are frugal and drunks, etc. etc. All 
nationalities have certain archetype characteristics. On 
the Real World this is natural and logical. There should 
be these certain "types". Why not? People with the exact 
same background should look and act very similar. The 
starving masses of India certainly all seem to look and 
live the same. But in this Nightmare World there are no 
stereotypes. There are millionaires who live in poverty- 
class shacks (The Collyear Brothers, Hetty Green); there 
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are "hillbillies" who are mathematical or business 
geniuses; farmers who own and use complex computer 
systems to run their farms; etc. No matter how we first 
classify a person — as soon as we get to know them as a 
personality — they are far different from their stereotype. 
Stereotypes should exist, but they do not. They exist only 
on the Real World. They do not exist here on the Night- 
mare World. 

Proof 14: ZENO'S PARADOXES: You may have learned 
about these in school. Look them up in an encyclopedia 
or ask someone who knows. The fact that countless 
mathematical and logical paradoxes exist, prove this is 
not the Real World. Where was the man when he jumped 
off the bridge? Not on the bridge. (That was before he 
jumped.) Not in the air. (That was after he jumped.) Which 
is the dancer and which is the dance? Is not every exit 
an entrance to somewhere else? Is a bell a bell if it has 
never been rung? Are there colors in the dark? These are 
only a few of the simple ones. 

Proof 15: PI: Pi is the mathematical formula for describing 
the circumference (distance around) a circle as related to 
its diameter (distance across). Example: a square with a 
one inch diameter. Its distance around (in this case it's 
called "perimeter") is equal to 4 inches. We could say the 
pi of a square is 1 to 4. (one inch across, 4 inches around.) 
The square is a perfect shape. But so is the circle. Suddenly 
everything becomes illogical — dream-like. The pi of a cir- 
cle is 1 to 3.14 (etc.). What happened? Why isn't it 1 to 4 
anymore? If the distance across our circle is one inch, its 
distance around should be 4 inches. But it is not. It is 
3.14 inches. A very odd figure, that fraction. On the Real 
World pi is equal to 4. On the Nightmare World, 3.14. 
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Proof 16: LOVE: What is it exactly that you love about 
your loved one? Do you love your loved one's body and 
mind? Of course you do. Do you love your "sweetheart's" 
eyes and hair? Of course you do. Do you love your loved 
one's intestines and liver? If you do, fine. If you do not, 
why not? It is an important part of them, is it not? Do 
you love their lungs, stomach and kidneys? Do you love 
the feces in the their bowels? Oh, are you choosy? Do you 
only love some parts of them and not others? But how 
can that be? Are they not made up of the sum of their 
parts? I really would like to go much further with this 
disgusting paragraph, but I suppose you get the idea. It 
turns out that "love" on this Nightmare World is not 
exactly what it seems, wouldn't you say? 

Proof 17: MAGNETS: Mysterious, are they not? Needless 
to say, all invisible "forces" such as magnetism and elec- 
tricity do not exist on the Real World. 

Proof 18: SUPPLY AND DEMAND: Every year produc- 
tion and sale of cars doubles — yet no obvious increase of 
cars is seen on the roads. (There are heavy traffic areas 
but actually every square inch of our PLANET should be 
flooded with cars — even allowing for all those destroyed 
every year.) Thousands of pounds of diamonds, silver and 
gold are mined each year — yet no obvious overflow of the 
stuff is seen at your local store. The Law of Supply and 
Demand, which is logical and exists on the Real World, 
does not work here on the Nightmare World. If more and 
more precious metals are being mined each year, the mar- 
ket values should be falling. Of course you know, the rates 
on most of these metals rises every year. The world popu- 
lation also seems to nearly double every year — but where 
are all these people? Each day millions of people look for 
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their first job, second job or new job. Most people look for 
these jobs in their local areas — yet most seem to find 
them. (If it wasn't so easy to get on welfare, the unemploy- 
ment would drastically drop.) Certainly there are many 
times more people working than those unemployed. How 
is this possible? The old science fiction plot says that alien 
spaceships take all the excess of things and people, while 
rearranging the memories of the people remaining so that 
we always believe such things always were. (A woman 
and all who know her are made to "forget" she had four 
children instead of one.) 

Proof 19: HUMOR: Humor destroys the false "reality" of 
the Nightmare World. It is very difficult to take an idea, 
story, or person seriously once you have seen a parody of 
it. A serious movie or novel about a modern big city hos- 
pital may be a very grim, though inspiring experience. 
But a wild slapstick comedy movie about a big city hospi- 
tal may prevent you from ever thinking of that subject 
seriously again. The humor has destroyed the reality of 
it. True horror stories about ghouls or vampires, told in 
the right atmosphere, may be frightening. TV cartoons 
of clumsy, funny "monsters" makes us not afraid. Humor, 
in the form of parody and satire, cannot exist on the Real 
World. 

Proof 20: LANGUAGE: On this Nightmare World, as soon 
as we closely examine the definition of a word, it loses 
its meaning. Is a paper bell a bell? A bell is something 
that rings. A Paper bell cannot ring. But it looks like a 
bell. Is a drinking glass still a "glass" if it is made of 
paper? Is a paper cup a "glass"? If I drink water out of 
my hat, has my hat become a "glass" or container? If I 
put a cooking pot on my head, is the pot now a "hat"? If 
I sit on my desk, is my desk now a "chair"? Is a person 
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an "author" if they have not yet had their book published? 
If a comedian is not funny is he still a comedian? Some 
words have no definitions at all. What is "life"? What is 
"human", "animal", "male" and "female"? Is a non-think- 
ing (retarded) human an animal? Is a well-trained chimp 
who wears clothes, etc., a human? Is a sterile female not 
"female"? Languages themselves are supposed to have 
evolved from simple grunts and sounds. Yet each language 
on Earth is so complicated, has so many strict "rules" of 
grammar and construction, that they could hardly be seen 
as a series of "evolved grunts and sounds." Languages are 
obviously artificial. Yet how can they be? Who created 
them? More contradictions on this Nightmare World. And 
if Americans speak "English", why don't they have "En- 
glish accents"? 

Proof 21: CARTOONS: A good artist can make the 
simplest cariacature of a famous person and we instantly 
recognize them. Why? How can a simple line equal a 
whole human face? This real-life symbolism is pure 
dream-stuff. 

Proof 22: DIGNITY: Few would deny this Nightmare 
World that we are living in is savage. Crime and violence 
is everywhere. Yet, amid all this violence of the common 
masses, there exists dignified and elegant people. How 
and why? 

Proof 23: ASTRONOMY: If outer space is truly a vacuum, 
why do not all the planets, stars and other so-called "solid" 
bodies simply disperse their atoms and explode and vanish 
into nothingness? If the stars are really "suns" and are 
different distances away from us — and some are billions 
of times larger than others — why do they all look exactly 
the same size and shape and appear to be equally distant 
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from each other? Why do we have to look UP to see the 
sun, moon and stars? Is Earth the low-man on the totem 
pole? As is well known, the so-called "moon landing"of 
July '69 (here on the Nightmare World) was an obvious 
hoax. Of course, radio and television waves can never 
pass through the vacuum of outer space — not to mention 
men and ships which would instantly disintergrate as 
soon as they enter the vacuum of space. (Even here on 
the Nightmare World there are some strict rules of Science 
which must be obeyed.) But even if we didn't know that 
nothing can exist in the vacuum of space — we still must 
laugh at the photos allegedly taken by the astronauts 
while "on" the moon. As you recall, in those films, the 
blue floating earth is clearly seen above the lunar surface. 
Now we can't have it both ways — can we? If we on Earth 
see the moon high above us — anyone on the moon would 
not see the Earth above them. They would have to look 
down. 

Here on the Nightmare World, even hoaxes must be 
carefully thought out ahead of time. One of the most 
widely believed ideas here on the Nightmare World is 
that the Earth is 24,000 miles in circumference and that 
it takes 24 hours to make a full turn. If this were true, 
that would mean that it is "spinning" 1,000 miles per 
hour — (that's dividing 24 hours into the 24,000 miles) 
First of all, if it were spinning that fast (west to east) 
there would be very powerful winds all the time as we 
rushed through the air. (1,000 miles per hour winds). 
Since we know that there is no constant 1,000 mile per 
hour wind (we have winds from all directions at all differ- 
ent speeds, tho none that fast) we have our first clue that 
all isn't as we were taught. Our second clue is that if it 
were spinning 1,000 miles per hour (west to east), then 
all you would have to do is get in a helicopter and hover 
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over New York and in less than one hour, Chicago would 
pass right under you. And in three hours California would 
be right under you. And all you would have to do was 
just hover, without moving. Amazing, isn't it? If you are 
on a fast moving merry-go-round, and you jump up with- 
out holding onto anything, you will not come down in the 
same place you jumped from. In fact, you will probably 
receive a serious injury from a wooden horse who was 
some feet behind you before you jumped. The same is true 
if the Earth were spinning — 1,000 miles per hour. That's 
500 miles in a half hour. 250 miles in 15 minutes. 125 
miles in 7 1/2 minutes. 62 1/2 miles in 3 3/4 minutes. 31 
1/4 miles in 1 7/8 minutes. 15 5/8 miles in 54 seconds. 7 
5/9 miles in 27 seconds. 3 1/2 miles in approximately 13 
1/2 seconds. And so on. (Figuring out all this math is 
truly nightmarish) (If you ever jump off a high bridge 
which will take you 13 1/2 seconds to hit the water, and 
if there is a non-moving boat 3 1/2 miles away from you 
in your direct path, be careful.) 

And, if there was a lagoon a mile wide between two 
high mountains and you dive off one cliff to land in the 
lagoon — and it takes about 10 seconds to hit the water — 
you will probably dive right into the second cliff across 
the water which has now moved right under you — if the 
world were spinning, which it is not. 

Now that you know that even this Nightmare World 
is not spinning, we must discuss another false belief: that 
this planet is a "globe" or "ball" and "gravity" keeps us 
stuck on it so we don't fall off. Obviously, our own sense 
of balance tells us when our bodies are on the slightest 
incline. You know it and feel it. People simply cannot 
"stick"to the sides and bottom of a ball like a fly. The old 
joke about digging straight down from America to China 
would then be true. It isn't. Do you really believe that if 
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the Chinese dig straight down they will come up in 
America and find us all upside down? That would have 
to be, if the world was "round". And what about Australia? 
Are the people there walking upside down on the bottom 
of the world? (And only the people in the far north can 
walk upright?) "Gravity", to hold us down would have to 
be so strong we could not lift our feet to walk. This world 
is like a pie: the "north pole" is the center; the "south 
pole" is the crust around the entire edge. The continents 
are laid out flat around the arctic. From anywhere one 
can go due north and "miss" or bypass the "north pole". 
But no one can go south from any direction without meet- 
ing the "south pole" crust or barrier. What lies beyond 
this "crust" is not common knowledge. Airplanes do not 
allow for a six foot dip every three miles, which they must 
if the world were round. Planes fly up and then straight. 
Like the deep sea fish that cannot be brought up to the 
surface without exploding, and like Mount Everest which 
could only be climbed after the invention of the oxygen 
mask, humans must remain within certain narrow levels. 
The depths of the Earth and outer space will forever be 
"off limits" for us. 

Proof 24: BIOLOGY: On this Nightmare World, if we bend 
over blood rushes to our head. Why isn't it rushing to our 
feet when we stand up? 

Proof 25: EXISTENCE: On the Nightmare World some- 
things can exist and not exist at the same time. This could 
never happen on the Real World. A far-sighted person 
can see a sailboat far out at sea. A near-sighted person 
cannot. A drunk or drug addict sees insects or monsters 
crawling on a wall. Those not under the influence do not 
see them. Does this mean the monsters are not there? 
Was the sailboat not there? Colors simply do not exist for 
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blind persons. They do exist for the sighted. Sound does 
not exist for the deaf. It does for the hearing. And what 
is "Time"? Does it really exist? How does The Past in- 
stantly become the Future — what is the "present"? 

Proof 26: THE BIG MYSTERY: On the Nightmare World, 
life itself is a mystery. Why are we here? How did we get 
here? What is the purpose of it all? Philosophy and reli- 
gion offer many answers— but deep down we all know 
those answers just are not right. "God" is not the answer 
because we naturally ask: Who made God? An Evolution 
Accident is not the answer. "It always was" is not the 
answer. We live in a mystery. We did not ask to be born. 
We are all trespassers here on the Nightmare World. 

Proof 27: PREDESTINATION: Predestination exists only 
here on the Nightmare World. Obviously, inventions are 
predestined. + 1930's cars are logical improvements over 
+ 1920's cars. '40's cars are the logical improvement over 
the '30's cars, etc. Why are athletic records constantly 
being broken? Why wasn't the 4-minute mile run in the 
+ 1920's? Any speed record can be broken by 1/10 of a 
second. All records are always being broken each year. 
Can this continue unlimited? Will there ever be a 1 min- 
ute mile? There is a pattern, predestined, for all things 
here on the Nightmare World. As Charles Fort wrote, 
thousands of intelligent observers had watched the lid on 
a pot of boiling water jiggle around centuries before James 
Watt did in the + 1700's. Apparently it simply was not 
yet "steam engine" time. The Predestined Plan decreed 
this "discovery" to be made when it was and no sooner. 
All "discoveries" and "inventions" must await their 
proper time to be let out into the world — as DaVinci's 
designs prove. 
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CONCLUSION: THE NIGHTMARE WORLD'S 
SECRET EXPOSED: 

Here on the Nightmare World, at night when you sleep 
you dream. You sometimes dream about people you know. 
But you also, sometimes, "dream up" people you do not 
know. Supposing you dream you are walking down a 
street? There are other people you are passing — people 
not really important to this particular dream — but they 
are there; they exist in this particular dream. You may 
dream you are in a crowded city or store. As stated, you 
also dreamed up those "extra" people in the background 
of the city or store.

5. So the Earth is "round" — but round like a pie — not 
round like a ball. Columbus went around the pie, as any- 
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one else can do. The "equator" still exists as the center 
circle line in the middle of the "pie". 

6. The calendar disproves a "perfect" God's existence — 365 
1/4 days? (an allegedly perfect circle would be 360 degrees, 
of course) 

7. There can be logic to apparent illogicalness. If I asked 
you to draw a design and not let it be a circle, square, 
triangle, or any other known figure, your finished product 
would look like random scribbling to a third party.

18. If all "stars" are really "suns", why is Outer Space 
dark? How can there be dark space between any two great 
blazing "suns"? 

19. "Incompleteness" is another "Dream Mark" (Proof 
#1) — mutants, monsters, freaks, hermaphrodites — all 
Nature's "mistakes" — are the so-called "insane" or "re- 
tarded" simply incomplete dream-people? 

20. Life Paradox: Life is simply too unoriginal — too many 
cliches — The World is always on the brink of war, or at 
war — crime for no reason (just "kicks"), sadism in all 
people — "power-mad" Monarchs — or almost anyone who 
achieves fame, etc.

To others, it is 
only porn. To others, it is only magic shops, or department 
stores, or restaurants, etc. How can one large city with 
so many attractions be only considered for one part of it? 



28. Word confusion 
"right", "wrong", and ' 
meanings to all. 



Paradox: Obviously, words like 
insane" could never have the same 
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29. Fire — not a solid, liquid or gas — but it exists. A real 
Dream-like thing. 

30. Photograph/Mirror Paradox: If you have a ring on 
your left finger, it appears correct in a photo. But it ap- 
pears the opposite, on your right finger, in a mirror. Yet 
a photo and a mirror are supposedly both reflecting you. 
So, photos and mirrors are dream-stuff. (Lewis Carroll 
was bothered by this too.) 



31. Derelicts Paradox: Why so many bums, hoboes, home- 
less, street-sleepers? They are not LAZY because living 
that way is dangerous, nerve-wracking, difficult, full of 
tension — a much harder life-style than the so-called 
"working class". It is hard work avoiding work. "Lazy 
bum" is a contradiction in terms. 

32. Fictional Characters Paradox: Kilroy and Sad Sack 
were comic strip creations — but real-life people too. Writ- 
ers and cartoonists claim their "fictional characters" take 
on a life of their own. Snuffy Smith took over the "Barney 
Google" strip, despite the artist's attempt to stop him. 
Prince Valiant was supposed to be a strip about Vikings. 
But when he went to England it became a story about 
Knights and Camelot. Mickey Mouse was a non-humorous 
strip when it started. Popeye was not intended as humor. 
Bugs Bunny changed from a wild eccentric to a conserva- 
tive home-dweller, etc. So, the dream-in-the-dream goes 
on. 

33. No Past Paradox: It has been said, you cannot prove 
the world as we know it did not come into existence one 
second ago. 
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34. 1 wanted to write another Paradox here but this space 
is too small to write one in now that I have just used up 
the space writing this. 

They 
exist but are not material. How can this be? What is a 
"thought"? 

36. Gravity Paradox: If there were 14.5 pounds pressure 
to the square inch of air, nothing on earth could ever 
weight less than 14.5 pounds.

like a pie but not round like a ball) regarding the Aclinic 
Line — here is another proof: High Tides.

He killed anyone 
who did not pronounce his name with a lisp — instead of 
with the strong "z" — "Pizz-aro. Obviously, so many world 
leaders were forced to verify a round, spinning Earth, 
they would look like fools to now admit the truth.
